College  Level  Courses  To  Be  Offered 
To  High  School  Seniors 


Reorganization  Defeated 


In  cooperation  with 
American  International 
College,  the  Agawam  High 
School  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment  has  embarked  upon  a 
unique  academic  program 
for  next  years  seniors. 

Dr.  Ernest  Cannava, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
and  Dr.  Joseph  Cebula, 
Dean  of  the  School  of 
Education  at  American 
International  College  con¬ 
ceived  the  idea  of  a 
“bridging  program”  which 
will  allow  a  senior  to  take  a 
maximum  of  six  credit  hours 
of  college  course  work  each 
semester  at  American 
International  College.  Upon 
completion,  these  courses 
will  be  credited  on  the 
seniors’  high  school  tran¬ 
script  and  be  transferable  to 
the  college  he  plans  to  attend 
in  September,  1979.  If  the 
student  decides  to  attend 


American  International 
College  he  will  receive  credit 
from  American  Inter¬ 
national  College  toward  his 
degree. 

The  two  basic  objectives  of 
the  “bridging  program”  are 
(1)  to  expose  the  student  to 
college  level  course  work 
before  he  graduates  from 
high  school.  (2)  to  obtain  a 
headstart  in  his  college 
career  by  accumulating  as 
many  as  twelve  semester 
hours  credit  toward  a  degree 
(the  number  of  semester 
hours  accumulated  depends 
on  the  motiviation  and 
financial  status  of  the 
student.) 

A  fiftypercent  reduction  in 
tuition  costs  is  being  offered 
by  Amercian  International 
College  for  each  course 
taken.  In  addition,  the 
student  will  have  all  of  the 
privileges  of  a  regular  full 


time  student  at  the  college. 

A  series  of  informative 
meetings  was  organized 
with  students  and  American 
International  College  of¬ 
ficials  by  Paul  C.  Cavallo, 
guidance  counselor  at  the 
high  school,  concerning  the 
student  and  colleges’ 
responsibilities  in  the 
“Bridging  Program”.  A 
field  trip  to  the  American 
International  College 
campus  took  place  in  early 
April.  Thirty  students  spent 
the  day  observing  classes 
and  listening  to  college  of¬ 
ficials  describe  the  at¬ 
tributes  of  the  program.

In  an  election  that  only 
drew  2310  votes,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  18  percent  of 
the  eligible  voters  in 
Agawam,  the  town  govern¬ 
ment’s  reorganization  plan 
went  down  to  defeat  1350  to 
960.  The  plan,  which  has 
been  in  effect  for  three 
years,  and  which  was  drawn 
up  by  former  Town  Manager 
James  Westman  has  been  a 
controversial  issue  since  its 
stormy  inception.  The  most 
vocal  opponents  of  the  plan 
pointed  to  what  they  termed 
its  “high  price  tag”  as 
something  which  Agawam 
neither  wanted  nor  could 
afford. 

Those  favoring  the  plan, 
chief  among  them  being  the 
present  Town  Manager 
Peter  Caputo,  hailed  the 
plan,  which  combined  thirty 
departments  under  the 
directorship  of  four  people, 
as  a  money  saving  one, 
citing  that  one  director  alone 
had  saved  the  town  some 
$20,000  to  date. 

Immediately  after  the 
special  election,  Caputo  set 
in  motion  a  restructuring  of 
the  town  government  back  to 
the  previous  thirty  depart 
ment  heads,  while 
eliminating  the  direc¬ 
torships.  David  Gallano, 
director  of  finance,  and  John 
Stone,  director  of  public 
works  were  never  being  paid 
out  of  the  director’s  account 
so  monies  for  their  salaries 
are  already  in  the  budget. 
Edward  Caba,  director  of 
human  resources  and  ser-

In  line  with  this  restruc¬ 
turing,  Caputo  said  that  he  is 
now  in  the  process  of 
reassessing  and  evaluating 
each  department  on  the 
basis  of  delivery  of  services, 
competency,  and  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  the  depatment 
head.  In  a  memo  to  all 
department  heads,  Caputo 
stated:  “The  manager’s 
office  will  expect  each 
department  head  to  exercise 
executive  control  and  fiscal 
responsibility  over  his 
respective  department.” 
Caputo  commented  that  all 
minor  matters  must  be  dealt 
with  by  the  department  head 
and  he  will  seriously 
question  the  effectiveness 
any  department  head  who 
cannot  or  will  not  do  so. 

Along  with  dissolving  the 
directorships,  Caputo  has

Although  Caputo  said  that 
he  was  sorry  to  see  the 
directors  go  since  he  felt  the 
system  was  a  “competent, 
money  saving  thing,”  he 
commented  it  was  that  he 
was  even  more  disappointed 
in  the  voter  turnout.  He  said 
it  was  his  feeling  that  a  voter 
turnout  of  one  sixth  of  the 
voters  was  a  poor  showing 
for  such  an  important  issue.

Although  we  have  not  seen  the  petition,  we  understand 
that  there  is  a  petition  circulating  about  town  which  calls 
for  a  rescinding  of  the  school  bond  issue.  We  have  heard 
criticism  of  the  petition  based  on  the  logic  that  these 
people  were  invited  to  public  hearings  prior  to  the  voting 
and  adoptance  by  the  School  Board  and  Town  Council.  We 
do  not  care  to  comment  for  or  against  this  criticism 
because  it  accomplishes  nothing. 

The  fact  remains  that  the  petition  is  alive  and  ap¬ 
parently  thriving.  We  have  heard  rumors  and  allegations 
as  to  timetables  and  what  is  required  by  law  for  ac- 
credidation.  We  have  also  heard  counterrumors  and 
allegations.  Whatever  the  truth  of  the  matter,  someone 
should  make  an  attempt  to  set  forth  the  facts. 

If  we  do  not  act  within  a  certain  timeframe,  will  funding 
be  lost?  If  the  repairs  and  additions  aren’t  made,  will 
accredidation  be  lost?  What  will  happen  if  the  petitioners 
are  successful?  In  short,  we  believe  that  there  are  several 
areas  which  should  be  cleared  up  to  avoid  misun¬ 
derstanding.  It’s  all  very  nice  to  say  that  these  people 
should  have  shown  up  long  ago,  but  apparently  that  an¬ 
swer  will  be  insufficient.  We  aren’t  convinced  that  any 
answer  will  be  sufficient  for  some  people  but  we  do  think 
an  attempt  should  be  made  now  to  set  forth  as  much  as 
possible  to  head  off  possible  future  trouble. 

We  don’t  necessarily  subscribe  to  the  theory  that  people 
have  to  be  spoonfed,  but  we  do  feel  that  this  issue  had  best 
receive  a  little  more  publicity  before  the  next  referendum 
takes  place. 


Alfred  Serra 


From  San  Jose  to  Agawam,  from  Cleveland  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  there  is  a  wave  sweeping  across 
America. Starting  as  a  ripple,  it  has  been  gathering  force 
and  size  for  two  and  a  half  decades.  As  future  shock  and 
1984  close  in,  we  have  witnessed  a  few  skirmishes  and 
outbreaks  of  discontent.,  acts  of  violence,  a  virtual  state 
of  seige  and  then.. .the  lull. 

Again,  slowly  at  first,  the  seeds  of  discontent  and 
disallusionment  grew.  Distrust,  discouragement  and, 
finally,  hopelessness  set  in.  Americans  have  begun  to 
share  the  feelings  of  utter  hopelessness  which  made  the 
1917  Bolsevik  uprising  a  reality.  This  time,  however,  the 
people  are  not  picking  up  guns  and  rifles.  They  are  going 
after  the  “enemy”  with  the  strongest  and  most  potent 
weapon  in  the  Democratic  Arsenal.  There  is  a  ground- 
swell  of  voter  referendums.  Not  only  in  Agawam,  but 
across  the  nation,  the  people  are  asserting  their  discon¬ 
tent  at  the  ballot. 

Curiously  enough,  the  voter  turnout  at  elections  and 
special  referendums  is  still  disappointing,  but  there  is  a 
new  trend  which  is  alarming  to  those  elected  officials  both 
State  and  Federal.  The  voters  are  beginning  to  set  limits 
on  the  growth  of  government  at  all  levels,  Americans  view 
the  growth  and  complexity  of  government  as  a  cancer 
that  must  be  stopped.  The  tax  bite  is  being  seriously 
challenged  for  the  first  time  in  American  history. 

The  I.R.S.  will  not  publish  the  number  of  Americans 
who  refuse  to  pay  anything  for  obvious  reasons.  No  one 
can  calculate  how  much  “cheating”  actually  goes  on,  but 
Americans  have  reached  a  point  where  they  don’t 
care...because  its’  not  enough.  The  tax  bite  is  ex¬ 
cessive  and  socialistic.  They  are  revolting. 

Proposition  13  will  appear  on  the  California  ballot  later 
this  year.  Simply  stated,  it  says  that  the  government  real 
estate  tax  cannot  exceed  1  per  cent  of  the  fair  market 
value  of  their  property  in  a  single  year.  Further,  the  fair 
market  value  may  not  be  adjusted  higher  than  2  per  cent 
each  year.  If  this  referendum  is  passed  by  the  people,  as 
expected,  it  would  reduce  the  property  tax  50  per  cent  the 
first  year.  In  Boston,  according  to  unofficial  projections, 
there  would  be  a  78  per  cent  tax  reduction. 

Recently, in  a  major  mid— western  city,  the  school 
system  was  completely  shut  down  because  the  voters 
refused  to  ratify  an  emergency  school  bond  issue  to  fund 
the  system.  The  unfortunate  citizens  in  the  rest  of  the 
state  found  themselves  in  a  position  of  paying  not  only  for 
their  own  school  system  but  also  for  the  city  school  system 
as  well. 

In  Agawam  there  is  a  petition  circulating  designed  to 
reject  the  recently  approved  school  bond.  It  is  not  an 
isolated  case.  It  is  a  part  of  the  nationwide  effort  to  limit 
the  growth  of  government  by  putting  ceilings  on  the 
amount  of  money  which  can  be  spent.  The  American 
people  are  telling  Big  Brother  that  the  barrel  has  a 
bottom,  that  the  pinch  hurts  and  they  are  going  to  stop  it. 
Twenty— five  other  states  have  already  discussed  a  form 
of  Proposition  13  and  countless  citizen  groups  have  mailed 
in  requests  for  copies  of  the  legislation  for  their  group  or 
club. 

The  fear  of  those  in  power  verges  on  paranoia  at  the 
prospect  of  voter  legislation  putting  a  ceiling  on  spending. 
Dire  predictions  of  state  and  federal  bankruptcies,  panic 
and  chaos  are  bandied  about.  The  forecasts  fall  on  deaf 
ears.  A  nation  which  has  lived  through  Vietnam,  the  Black 
Panthers,  assassination,  segregation,  Hugh  Hefner, 
OSHA:  H.E.W.,ERA  and  television  has  become  callous  to 
predictions  of  catastrophies.  The  people  don’t  care.  They 
know  what  they’ve  had  when  they  had  faith  in  their 
government  and  their  elected  officials... now  they  are 
willing  to  take  their  chances  by  hand  cuffing  these 
leaders.  They  seem  to  be  willing  to  tell  our  government  to 
defend  our  national  borders  but,  after  that,  leave  us  alone. 

The  trend  to  professional  Town  Managers  must  be  seen 
as  an  attempt  to  control  governmental  spending.  People 
want  their  government  to  run  as  a  business.  Those  people 
who  fail  to  see  this  will  be  the  first  casualties.  The  next 
revolt  in  America  will  be  by  the  ballot.  The  tax  payer  will 
refuse  to  pay  for  those  who  will  not  produce.  He  will  refuse 
to  be  taxed  to  death.  He  will  become  involved  but  not 
necessarily,  informed.

person  contact  would  keep 
the  expense  to  a  minimum. 

Serra  also  favors  the 
appointment  of  the  town 
manager  over  an  elected 
major  citing  the  fact  that 
many  elections  become 
popularity  contests  where 
the  qualifications  and  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  candidates 
are  not  serious  con¬ 
siderations. 

Serra  stated  that  the  one 
issue  with  which  he  par¬ 
ticularly  concerned  with  at 
the  moment  is  the  petition 
being  circulated  in  op¬ 
position  of  the  high  school 
bonding.  Terming  it  “a  very 
dangerous  thing  that  these 
people  are  doing,”  Serra 
said  he  was  afraid  that  the 
people  are  “misinformed” 
as  to  the  very  real  need  for 
the  high  school  renovation 
and  addition.  Noting  that  he 
has  been  to  “every  meeting 
held  in  town  on  the  subject,” 
Serra  stated  that  “the  state 
is  dectating  to  us... do  it  or 
lose  accreditation.”  It  is 
Serra ’s  feeling  that  loss  of 
accreditation  will  make 
property  values  plumet  as 
the  housing  market  is 
flooded  with  homes  put  up 
for  sale  because  people  will 
not  jeopardize  their 
children’s  future  by  sending 
them  to  a  high  school  which 
is  not  accredited.

Many  of  you  know  him  as

Serra  enjoys  his  Council 
work  and  says  that  he  gets  a 
lot  of  feedback  from  the 
residents  of  his  precinct  as 
well  as  people  living  near  his 
store  in  Feeding  Hills.  Serra 
feels  that  too  many 
politicians  lose  touch  with 
the  people  which  is  why  twice 
a  month  he  drives  through 
his  precinct  and  stops  to  chat 
with  any  folks  he  happens  to 
see  out  of  doors. 

On  the  recent 
reorgaization  vote,  Serra 
siad  that  he  was  surprised 
that  the  voter  turnout  was  as 
large  as  it  was,  even  though 
he  was  disappointed  with  the 
results.

Serra  commented  that 
instead  of  the  present  fifteen 
member  council  he  would 
like  to  see  a  nine  member 
council  all  voted  on  an  at- 
large  basis.

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contamination  were  found  in 
Lake  Ontario  fishes,  the 
Department  changed  the 
thrust  of  its  fish  stocking 
program  to  avoid  stocking 
fish  species,  such  as  coho 
salmon  and  chinook  salmon, 
which  tend  to  accumulate 
high  levels  of  toxics  in  their 
flesh.  Now,  one  and  half 
years  later,  the  big  ac¬ 
cumulators  of  the  chemicals 
are  no  longer  in  the  lake  in 
large  numbers;  the  big  run 
of  coho  salmon  ended  in  1977 
and  the  chinook  fishery  is  in 
its  final  year.  However,  the 
brown  trout  fisher  is 
tremendous  and  we  may 
take  it  in  this  year.  The 
Dept,  recommends  that  you 
filet  your  catch  if  you  plan  to 
consume  it.  The  filets  should 
be  trimmed  as  follows: 
Remove  Vt  inch  strip  from 
the  top  of  the  filet  and 
discard;  remove  a  %  inch 
strip  (V<  inch  from  each  side 
of  the  lateral  line)  along  the 
entire  length  of  the  filet  and 
discard.  The  fitets  are  ready 
for  consumption. 

For  the  past  few  weeks  all 
District  staff  have  been  “out 
straight”  transporting  fish 
from  the  hatcheries  to  the 
many  ponds  and  streams 
throughout  the  state.  All 
waters  have  been  stocked 
one  or  more  times  and  are 
teeming  with  fish.  Now  is  the 
time  to  hit  your  favorite 
body  of  water  for  some  good 
fishing.  The  Division  has 
done  a  commendable  job  of 
stocking  trout  this  year. 
Quite  a  change  from  last 
year. 

Last  Friday  we  witnessed 
a  team  stocking  fish  at  Otis. 
The  men  did  a  good  job. 
They  hit  the  middle  of  the 
reservoir  many  times  during 
the  three  hours  they  were 
there.  We  offered  to  assist 
them  in  distributing  the  fish, 
but  our  offer  was  turned 
down.  The  head  of  the  crew 
said  that  he  would  like  our 
help  but  was  prohibited  from 
accepting  it.  It  sure  sounds 
strange  to  me.  We  hear  the 
cry  throughout  the  year  that 
the  crews  could  use 
assistance  from  the  sport¬ 
smen,  but  that  not  many 
license  holders  offer.  Well,  I 
offered  and  was  refused.  So 
be  it. 

There  is  still  a  few 
vacancies  open  for  boys  14- 
17  years  old  wishing  to  enroll 
this  year  in  the 
Massachusetts  Junior 
Conservation  Camp.

morning  sun  but  prefer  light 
shade  or  shifting  sunlight 
under  tall  oaks  or  open 
pines.  They  are  a  very 
.  shallow  rooted  plant  and 
need  a  heavy  mulch  like  pine 
needles,  oak  leaves  (acid), 
or  bark  chips.  They  can’t 
tolerate  severe  drought  or 
extreme  heat.  They  also 
would  enjoy  a  feeding  with  a 
high  nitrogen  fertilizer  (30- 
15-15)  or  something  similar. 
When  we  talk  about  these 
plants  being  acid  lovers,  this 
means  they  require  fer¬ 
tilization  with  this  type  of 
food.  Azaleas  are  listed  by 
botanists  as  rhododendrons 
and  exhibit  only  minor 
differences,  ,  if  any,  from 
each  other.  Therefore,  the 
culture  should  be  the  same. 

If  you  need  to  prune  these 
bushes  is  there,  don’t 
despair,  it’s 
easy.. ..REALLY.  As  the 
bushes  go  out  of  flower  and 
new  growth  begins  beneath 
the  faded  flower  head,  pinch 
or  cut  away  the  spent  flower 
head.  This  will  make  way  for 
the  new  growth  to  begin  and 
fourish.  When  the  new 
growth  has  made  two  or 
three  sets  of  leaves,  pinch 
out  the  tip.  This  will  produce 
branching  for  bushier 
growth.  On  older  bushes,  cut 
out  a  few  of  the  oldest 
branches  from  the  center  of 
the  bush.  These  can  be  cut 
off  at  ground  level.  The  side 
branches  can  be  cut  back 
one  third.  With  proper 
pruning,  the  right  food  and 
protection  from  hot  sun  and 
strong  winds,  your  bushes 
can  be  the  pride  of  your 
garden. 

Your  peonies  can  be  a  joy 
or  a  lousy  headache,  right? 
With  just  a  few  of  the  proper 
steps  they  will  be  a  joy. 
First,  they  require  full  sun  to 
bloom  properly.  A  fertilizer 
high  in  phosphorus  and 
potash  is  a  must.... bone 
meal  is  very  good  as  it  has  a 
long  term  effect.  If  your 
peony  is  blooming  happily, 
don’t  move  it  unless  it  is  a 
must.  They  don’t  like  to  be 


disturbed.  If  transplanting 
must  be  done,  do  it  in  Sep¬ 
tember  or  October.  When 
planted,  they  should  be 
planted  very  shallow,  the 
crown  just  barely  covered 
with  soil,  if  at  all. 

Try  one  or  some  of  these 
flowering  bushes  for 
frangrance  and  bloom  from 
early  spring  to  late  fall. 
Winter  honeysuckle,  March- 
April,  Forsythia,  of  courase, 
April;  Flowering  currant  for 
April,  Viburnums  for  April 
and  May;  Lilacs  and 
Azaleas,  Rhodes  and  Grape 
Holly  also  for  May;  Mock 
Orange  for  June  and 
Mountain  laurel;  Butterfly 
bush,  Summersweet,  Rose  of 
Sharon  for  July-August; 
Potentilla  fruticosa  (But¬ 
tercup-shrub)  for  October 
flowers.  This  is  only  a  tiny 
sampling  of  some  rewarding 
plants  to  try.  Try  making  up 
your  own  list  for  a  show  of 
flowering  shrubs  in  your 
garden.
